of the glamour of romance. To the average
man the world behind the footlighta s one of
fascination and mystery, with a touch of the
vaguely comprehended plquant. Howaver, no
professlon aver more neeled n roseats Muxton,
and especially theme days, There are faw pro-
fesslons that enll for more amncrifices, that ne-
cessltate, more viclssitudes of comfort If not
fortune, than the theatrical Buccuan  In
achlevad only by years of effort and training
usually, and the major planéta are compara-
tively fow In the congested constellations,
whieh nre Indeed more llke the henvenly nebuln
than otherwine.
